"If a paper is to lie more tlinn a 
liulletin board it must operate .with a 
certain ^ipppe and leeway, otherwis:c It 
bccoinçs.a cross betwpen a c.-ilcndar 
and .«omethlng in which to wr.ap up 
the laundry. 

"The present rumpus at the Univer. 
sily of Toronto began with I lie de- 
cl.s'lon . on the part of . certain of the 
Rovernors that the tinder.gradualo 
paper \\ns iiiiiuoral in lone. 'riie;:c 
claimed lhal the pnper had lipen im- 
inoral all along but instead of intini- 
atlng this to the editor they suddenly 
made one editorial the reason for de- 
manding his dismissal front, the Stu- 
dents' .Vdtninlstrallve council oxecu- 
llve. Tlie latter I)i)dy refused the ile- 
mand, where.%t the president and the 
faculty membcr'B of It . was summoned 
before the governors. .Evidently what 
they heard iliero made these woi^thics 
turn n pale Riecn and when thoy 
c^îinie liai k they invited rei lain of the 
staff ol The Varsity to meci the Join' 
executive In what was claimed to be 
a friendly session'. In the meantime ' 
the cd II or wrote an 'editorial In whioii 
ho promised to refrain from printing

Another fallacy is the explanation 
commonly a.itrlbttted to accidents oc- 
curring during n. iiirn near the erotind 
in a high wind. Tito .çeneral theory 
1.» that as you turn your back sudden- 
ly to a iiigh wind, the resulting In- 
crease of wind pressure on your wings 
from the re;ir will cause the machine 
to stall. This was proved to be er- 
roneous as the turn Is made under 
exactly the same air conditions as on 
a calm day. The (iillacy arose from 
the f.act that the ground speed is .«ud- 
dcnly increased as the plane turns

Th" sp'-.ik.'r l'e-;,iii bis p.'ipcr by

.I'tii'-. !ine and t'oic^fui. and although 
the l^in'.,-iia!,'e 1.', that of England the 
voice is ili-iini tly her own." He then 
proce<.-ded to outline in some detail 
the lie of Campbell, with voluminous 
f|uotations from his work, l.'rom lila 
e.irly youth Cainjibell was impressed 
by the m-.in.l. ur ..; tlic natural scen- 
ery aroun.l liiiu. mid especially by tlic 
majesty of ilw Lake District wliero 
iio- lived. His University education 
was suiiplied by Toronto and It was 
while llieie lhal ho dcc'ded to enter 
the church. -All this time he was con- 
iril-.ii'in;; t.. ''iindiaii an.l .\inerlcan 
l-eriodi.'.-il." w^tli jium.; success. 

It was in ISSS tiiat ho produced 
first volume of poetry, which was a 
little booklet of eighteen pages called 
"Siinshino and ?nowflakef." includ- 
ing some of his purest elemental ver- 
ses of great beauty and melody. In the 
same year ho was appointed Bector 
Of St. Stephens, Xcw Brunswick. 

Campbell however soon r-.^ilised that 
his trtio vocation, wajj not the Chur.:;i 
and.'lu 1S!)1 he gave up ids p.iii3<.» 
and came to Ottawa, where ho was 
appointed tu a position In the office 
j{ tho secretary of State. In June, 
IBO?, he was transferreil to the Do- 
minion .\r.'hives. uli.'ro lie w.-us much 
liappier. Hut on tho whole he dislik- 
ed his civil service positions, and was 
aggravated by the monotonous rtu- 
tinc of office life. 

In 1911 he threw hhiisclf with svcnt 
"«•igour Into war work. The story of 
Iiis life .liu-iiii,- thi.-i period is vividly 
described in his war iwems, whicii 
are among his finest work. But Ii'j ' 
did not long survive the closo of the 
war, and died on January 1st 1919. 

.Mr. .M l kay tii. n iiroocedcd to an 
a|)pr.:clatioii and a criticism of tho 
works of Campbell.

It has provideil 
myriads of mechanical vehicles which clutter up the streets of 
our own cities and cau.sc such congestion that man au.iin lias 
to resort to walking, jnst as many years ago. uustwl from liii 
place ill the briu'clu's liy ihc riicrimcliiiu-iu oi loo many oiir- 
ang-outaligs, monkeys, and othrr.s of the species, he h.ad to 
lise a new method of location..

What a world of difference there is between the sijinificaiicj 
of thc.-c iwo expressions, and the types o[ individuals they rc- 
prcfcnt! The pedestrian is a mere human animal with destina- 
tion in mind, striving with all the cupidity of his nature 
against the inhuman contrivances devised by science, arrayed 
against him. With this short delinition, and a prayer for his 
fate we may leave him. With the pronicnader wc must remain 
a while longer in order to show "what a fall was there my 
countrymen" when promenading was banished from our midst. 

' Tlic youth of today probably docs not realize how Rrcat 
arc tlic joys thai nestle in the heart of the true promenadcr.

are the most obvious. Walking, such is its fate, will never be 
Used as simple social rertedy to remove the causes of war. 
Kather will the nations combine themselves in offeiinivc de- 
fensive leagues: rather will they depend on might and fear, 
hidden behind the ostentatious but incaniiiglcss compacts con- 
ceived by diplomatic manipulators. Alw.-iys is the effect mis- 
taken for the cause. There is no attempt to modify man's 
nature, his likes and dislikes, his passions, and }»s jealousies 
by the introduction and inainlenancc of such iiistilnlions as 
will bring about this end; only a covering over of such es- 
sential wrongs in nature by official "bunkum". And, walking, 
the social remedy, Ihat might have modified Inniiaii nntun.i 
how will this be used? as a preventative perhaps? No, rather 
will it be employed as a means of transporting bodies of men 
from hostile nations, to war against each other, to destroy 
and be destroyed, to bring havoc and misery, chaos and re- 
morse upon the inliabitants of the earth. Tlic very exercise 
which if employed individually as a social practice would have 
so improved human nature as to banish war and its evils from 
the face of the globe will be the medium by which the wairing 
factions arc brought together.
